Pro- 
mises and decrees ‘ordering this and_ that 
were as plentiful-as flies, but they produced 
not 4 bawbee to the creditors. In the 
meantinis the country wus going from bad 
to worse, The taxes had been lot, ro-let, 
and sub-let to two or three diferent grades 
of middlemen, They hid also been .in 
some casos collected’ for as far as three 
years in advance, and, what with this and 
tho gross tyranny and ex:ction of the tax 
collectors, who had 6f* course their profit to 
look to, having bought the collectorship 
from anothor man, who had bonght it from 
someone clee who had farmed it from the 
Government, the condition of the pour 
fellah or pensont was inducd pitiable. At 
one time there were 800 af these poor 
wretches in the debtors’ prison ut Cairo, the 
amount standing te their debit be 
suven shillings and sixpence downw .

duty would of course bo to appoint compe- 
tent and trustworthy men at the head of all 
the Revenue departments such a3 Customs 
&c., and this was whore the first ill-feeling 
against the Control arose. The Controllers 
themselves were men of great importance. 
They virtually ruled Egypt. Every deeree 
affecting the finances had to be submitted 
‘to them before finally receiving signature 
by the Khedive, They had handsome re- 
sidences and princely sularies—onormous.in 
fuct. In revising the Civil Service of the 
country they carricd ont those idoas to the 
end, Every place that could be possibly 
found for an Englishman was promptly 
filled, salaries varying from £5900 per annum 
downwards weré numerous, and £800 or 
£900 common. The placo waa overrun, 
and a fair preportion were nothing imore 
than well paid sinecures, To make place 
fur these coforms scores of native cflicials 
had to heturned ont These men had not

His father was a really clever man and 
might have dene great things for his 
epuntry. But Tewfik was, as everybody 
now sees, weak, vacillating, and of no 
moral courage whatever; just the man 
to auit tho Control, a nonentity, a decree- 
sighing machine, a good bey. They even 
took him at a reduced salary, sume 
£40,000 per annum less than his father’s 
pension, yel he complained nut. He was 
proclaimed Khedive.

IN THE SUPREME COURT OF

_ By far the imoust serious nows is the ent- 
ting of the Canal that supplies Aloxandria 
with water. This Canal—the Maamon- 
dich—runs from Alfeh on the banks of the 
Nilo, distant sixty miles from Alexandria, to 
the town of Alexandria itself, emptying 
iteelf into the sea at the Enstern end of the 
town. This constitutes Alexandria's sole 
Water supply. There are no wells of any 
déseription, the town being nivatly built on 
Catacombs, The water is puinped from 
the Nilo into the Canal by powerful steam 
pumps, and the cutting must meu a very 
serious calamity, Even at the best of 
times in the summer the wator is some- 
times quite brackish, the emnal being 
only separated by a bank from Lake Ma- 
rvotis, tho salt lake at tho back of the city, 
and thas when the canal. gets lower than 
tho lake tho salt water percolates and 
renders the canal water undrinkable. This 
is when the canal is in goud order, What it 
can be now with the supply ent off can be 
imagined ; the little water rutaaining in the 
canal would soon beeomo useless through 
the percolation mentioned abuve. 

Tam afraid, in exgleavonring to enlighten 
people on the ire of Egypt, 1 have 
wandered rathersfrom my main subject. 
It is however all on the same thene, if uot 
conlined to the same phases of the ques- 
tion,

(Revised Tannary Ist, 1882.) 


In the following Statoments and Tables 
the Ratea are given in cents, and are, for 
Lettors per half ounce, for Books and 
Patterns, per two owices. 


Nowspapers over four ounces in weight 
are charged as double, treble, &e., as tho 
case may be, but auch papers or packets of 

apera may be sent at Book Rate. Two 

ewspapera must not be folded together as 
one, nor must anything whatever be inserted 
exeept bond fide Supplementa. Printed 
matter may, however, be enclosed, if the 
whole be paid at Book Rate. Priees Cur- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapers or 
Books. 

Commercial Papers signify such papers 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices, deeds, copied 
music, &c. Tho charge on thom is the same 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of 
a packet containing any partially written 
paper, it will not be charged lesa than 6 
cents. 


The sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with ao Return Receipt 
on paying an extra fee uf 6 cents. 

The limit of weight for Books and Com- 
morcial Papers to Foroign Post Oftices is 
4lba, Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and must not exceed those 
dimensions : 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 
inches.

Pancezs.—The public is réminded that 
thore is no auch thing as Parcel Post 
to Burope, &. Much trouble and disap- 
pointmant are caused by persistent attempts 
to seud small valuable trifles through the 
Post. Fans, Curios, Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, and ‘similar presents are con- 
tinually being refused, the senders having 
often spent more in Postage tlisn. would 
have paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund ea be made on stich els of the 
valuo of Stamps obliterated ‘before the 
nature of the contents was discovered. 


Locul and Indian Parcel Post. 


1. Small Parcels may be gent by Post 
at Book Rates between Hongkong and an: 
of the British Post Offices in China, ag wel 
as to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon and India. They must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 feet 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than otbs., nor be smaller than 3 in: by 2 
in, Such parcels may be wholly’ closed 
if w ar this special endorsement, 
Parcen, "CONTAINING NO LETTER, but any 
parcel may be opened by direction:of the 

ostmaster General. In tho Caso of Parecls 
for India a declaration ‘of. contents and 
value is requirod, a printed form for which 
is supplicd gratis. The Registration ‘of 
Parcels for India and Coylon ia compulsory. 

2. The following catnot be tranamitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (as bandboxes, 
&e,) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matches, Indigo, Dyestuffx, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit. m+ 

3. Parcels are as o general rulo forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To India they sre forwarded by 
tho P, & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P, & 0. only. No respon- 
sibility is accepted. with regard to any 
parcel, unless Rogistored, and thon only to 
the amount of $10, 

4. The public are cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, &c., which does not exist. 


It is necessary that the following rules 
be strictly observed, 


1. No Letter or Packet, whether to be 
régistered or yuregistered, can be received 
for Postage if it contains
